I was Dispatched to 250 E. 2200 N. to meet with the complainant regarding 
some drugs that were found in her dads home. 


NARRATIVE: 


Myself and Officer Whittingham (3142), responded to that location to meet 
with the complainant, however, she was not there when we arrived, I then 
notified Dispatch and asked for the address of the violation. Dispatch 
replied wit E. 2200 N. This residence was the residence on the corner 
of the 250 E. address. 


Myself and Officer Whittingham knocked on the door without an reply- 
s — ua after, a Suburban pulled up with the complainant and two witnesses 
present. C-1 Roselle Hamblin stated that due to their divorce proceedings 
in court, her husband, S-1 David Hamblin, was not allowed to have any 
American Indian items around the children because, apparently, it upset 

em. _C-1 Roselle Hamblin continued stating that her daughters had called 
her telling her that they had found Indian items in the résidence and they 
found what they believed’ to be Peyote as well as illegal possession of Eagle 
feathers. These daughters were W- and W-2 : 


I then spoke with W-1 and W-2 F and asked them 
what the situation was., W-1 ; explained that they had found the 
Eagle feathers in a basket underneath some boxes in their fathers room, and 
also the Peyote button was in a pouch in the back of their fathers shirt 
drawer in his dresser. 


I asked the witnesses, if they were not supposed to be around the Indian 
things because it upset them, why did they go looking for it. ° 
witnesses stated that they knew it was there and they felt it needed to be 
turned over to the authorities. 


Myself, Officer Whittingham, and both witnesses went to the back door of the 
residence to examine the property. The witnesses stated that the property 
was still in their fathers room and they asked if we would come in. yself 
and Officer Whittingham explained that we could not enter their fathers room 
because he was not present. We further stated that because their father 
owned the home, we preferred to stay outside. The witnesses asked if they 
should bring the items to us and we stated that we could not tell them what 
so do or how to do anything, however, we were there to collect some possible 
rug items. 


Bọth W-1 and W-2 then stated that because they 
did not have a key to the residence, they had to crawl in Ehyougr an open 
window. W-1 entered through the window and opened the back 
door where W-1 ` and W-2 then went into their 


fathers room to retrieve the items. 


While they were in the residence, O-1 Dave Hintze arrived at the residence. 
O-1 Hintze is a Wildlife Resource Officer for the State of Utah. apparently, 
C-1 Roselle Hamblin had called Wildlife Resources and asked one of their 
officers to respond to take possession of the illegal Eagle feathers. 


W-1 . and W-2 f returned to the back door with a 
small basket that was tied closed with a bandanna, and also a little 
Ameriçan Indian pouch containing some small rocks, and a button of Peyote. | 
The witnesses undid the bandanna on the basket, which when opened, ,contained 
a lot of bird feathers. The Wildlife Officer, O-1 Hintze, i entified most 
of the feathers as illegal Eagle feathers. 


The Peyote button was given to myself and Officer Whittingham which we took 
possession of at that time. The Wildlife Officer, O-1 Hintze, then took 
possession of the feathers and left a receipt for S-1 David Hamblin in 
regards to that. 


I then returned and spoke with C-1 Roselle Hamblin who was still out on the 
street as she has a Restraining Order against her entering the property, I 
explained to C-1 Roselle Hamblin what had happened and that we were taking 
possession of the Peyote. I informed her that I would be writting a report

and would be sending a eopy to the County Attorney to review for possible 
charges of Possession of Peyote which would be a Third Degree Felony. 


I asked C-1 Roselle Hamblin what time S-1 David Hamblin usually returns 
home. C-1 Roselle Hamblin stated that S-1 David Hamblin was teaching Sunday 
School and should be home about noon, The time then was approx. 1105 hours. 
C-1 Roselle Hamblin, W-1 , and W-2 all expressed 
their concern for W-1 ‘ and W-2 n "N" ‚staying wi 
their father for the rest of the day as it was his visitation day. C-l 
Roselle Hamblin also explained that there were also two other younger 
children that would be involved (a and year old) and she was concerned 
for their safety. 


I explained to C-1 Roselle Hamblin that I could not tell her what to do with 
her children nor to violate an ind of custody order given by the judge. 
C-1 Roselle Hamblin then told W-1, = and W- ç to 
collect a of their items including the two other smaller children's items 
an oad them in the car because shé was not allowing them to stay with the 
father for the rest of the day. 


At that time, S-1 David Hamblin arrived on scene with the other two smaller 
children, , S-1 David Hamblin was enyagen at myspif, Officer Whittingham, and 
the Wildlife Officer being present. e stated that he felt this was a gross 
violation o is privacy and also that his soon to be ex wife, C-1 Roselle 
Ha in, was manipulating the children and us into locating the items. 


S-1 David Hamblin stated that he wanted it noted in my report that the 
feathers were in a basket tied shut under some boxes in his bedroom and also 
that the Peyote was in a pouch in the back of his shirt drawer. S-1 David 
Hamblin believed that_W-1_.. ; = an - ra, ie were coerced 
by their mother, C-1 Roselle Hamblin, into locating the items for 
prosecution against him. 


S-1 David Hamblin also stated that he wanted noted on the police report that 
the children were removed from his home BY C-1 Roselle Hamblin and it was 
his legal visitation day. until 6:00 pm. explained to S-1 David Hamblin 
that T could not do pny hing in regards to custody of their children, they 
would need to work that out in their divorce court proceedings. 


S-1 David Hamblin asked for the case number for the incident and I provided 
him with that information. I then explained to S-1 David Hamblin that I, 
would be writing a report and forwarding it to the County Attorney's office 
for possible prosecution of Possession Of Peyote. I asked S-1 David Hamblin 
if the Peyote was his and he stated, "Yes, it is." 


S-1 David Hamblin continued stating that the Peyote was kept due to : 
religious reasons because he was Co-Chief in an Indian religion.  S-1 David 
Hamblin stated that he had never used Peyote and had never planned on using 
it. He was keeping it in his medicine pouch. 


O-1 Hintze stated that they had dealt with S-1 David Hamblin on several 
occasions before and it was proved that, in their previous court, 
proceedings, he was not part of any Indian tribe or Indian religion. I 
explained to S-1 David Hamblin that my report would reflect what he stated 
and that I would be forwarding it for the charges. 


DISPOSITION: 


Due to S-1 David Hamblin admitting, to Possession of the Peyote and stating 
that the Peyote was in his possesSion in a drawer in his bedroom, Please 
forward a copy of this report to the County attorney's office for possible 
prosecution of Possession of Peyote which is a Third Degree Felony. 

At the scene, I waited until all the children had_left with their mother_in 
case there was any incident of an argument or violence between C-1 Roselle 
Hamblin and S-1 David Hamblin. S-1 David Hamblin was extremely upset and 
then entered the home and slammed the door shut. Myself and Officer ; 
Whittingham then cleared the scene. Pending prosecution on the Possession 
of Peyote charges, I clear this Dispo.4/DR
